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Wound Shows No Infection and P at­ 
ient Is Resting Well—Ear;* Re­ 
covery Expected.

complications have shown themselves 
was made after a day during which 
the first successful X-ray picture of 
the wound iii the Colonel’s chest was 
examined by the surgeons. The fact 
developed that the wound made by 
the assassin’s bullet 
fractured 
the 
Colonel’s fourth rib. The missile re­ 
mains imbedded, apparently in 
the 
bone. The fracture, however, it is stat 
ed, will not affect the treatm ent in 
any way, but will be allowed to heal 
untreated, as will the wound. 
A description ot the wound given 
tonight by Dr. \V. B. 'McCauley is the 
first to be given to the public by the 
surgeons. He said that the bullet's 
path through 
the 
muscles 
of 
the 
chest is lacerated to some extent by 
the battered lead, but that there was 
little contusion and no extensive area 
of bruised and extravasated surround 
ing tissues. 


"The bullet did not ‘mushroom,’ as 
might have been expected,” said Dr. 
McCauley. For that reason it cut a 
comparatively 
small 
hole 
in 
the 
skin and did not reduce a large por­ 
tion of the near-bv tissues to pulp, as 
is the case in 
a 
soft 
bullet 
that 
‘m ushroom s1 in animal tissue after it 
hits a bone. I think the bundle of 
papers in 
Col. 
Roosevelt’s 
pocket 
checked it, and the spectacle case, 


t o r some reason, failed to spread the 
bullet much. 
“The wound is about big enough 
to put your finger in at the surface, 
| and it does not appear to get very 
j much bigger. I would call it a very 
j clean wound. The skin is torn at the 
; surface, in a ragged 
way, but not 
badly, and there is little bruising. 
“There is not a sign of suppura­ 
tion in the wound. The flesh 
is 
in 
good condition and seems to be heal­ 
ing without complication. 
If 
there 
was pus forming deep in the wound 
we would know it. at once by an un­ 
usual rise of tem perature.” 
Dr. McCauley added that it is now 
certain from the X-ray pictures that 
the bullit has juot entered or injur­ 
ed the pleural 
cavity, 
removing 
a 
grave possibility in the case. 
He pointed out the norm*! condi­ 
tion of the patient indicated by the 
official ch art taker? at lo p. ni. 
Dr. McUauley's statement was giv- 
aliter leaving the Colonel's 
room 
and after a consultation with the oth­ 
er surgeons. 
He con firmed a previous announce­ 
ment that no attem pt would be made 
at present to remove the bullet, which 
is riot expected to hinder the healing 
of the fractured rib.

DIAZ LAUNCHES ANOTHER 
REVOLUTION l> MEXICO 


Mexico City, Ort. l l —General FV­ 


IIX Diaz, nephew 
of 
Gen. 
Porfirio 


Diaz, the deposed president of .Mexi­ 
co. raised the banner of rebellion at 
Vera Cruz today. He entered th«* city 
with 500 men and seized the arsenal 
and garrison. Col. Ordaz was in com­ 
mand of the garrison, which com­ 
prised 500 of the Twenty-first infan­ 
try. 
Diaz then placed men in charge of 
the two gunboats Tampico and Bravo 
lying An the harbor. 
I he news of the uprising created 
excitement here, although there were 
no street demonstrations. .Mexicans 
generally appeared elated at the new 
developments. According to the re­ 
ports, Gen. Diaz found many adher­ 
ents when he entered Vera Cruz, in­ 
cluding some of the troops, but the 
government has been Informed that 
the ‘Nineteenth infantry and the ar­ 
tillery remain loyal. 
Col. Gutierrez, commanding the loy­ 
al troops, notified 
the 
government 
that he will resist. 
The two forces are now in the city 
of Vera Cruz and street fighting is 
imminent.
